BOISE — The only current Idaho judgtT_ 

' to sec someone he sentenced to death actu- 
ally executed gives new Republican Gov. 
Phil Batt the la'w-and-oracr justice he 
wants on the state Supreme Court. 

But Gerald Schroeder may have to curb 
his temper to work effectively on the five- 
member high court. And despite 26 years 
as a judge in Boise, he admits having little 


experience in watcPlaw, which figures to 
be among Idaho’s biggestjudicial chal- 
lenges for years to come. 

” Schrocdcr Friday became the first " 
Supreme Court justice-named by a Repub- 
lican since Gov. Robert Smylic appointed 
Joseph McFaddcn in December 1959. He 
replaces retired civil libertarian Stephen 
Bistlinc, the court’s conscience and voice 
of dissent for almost two decades. 

Batt passed over Idaho Court of Appeals 


Chief Judge Jesse Walters, 6th District 
Judge Lynn Winmill and prominent Boise 
attorney Howard Manwcilcr for the job. 

Th‘c new justice was among the witness- 
es on Jan. 6, 1994 when Keith Eugene 
Wells became the first person executed in 
Idaho in 36 years. 

Schroeder sentenced Wells to receive a 
lethal injection for the 1990 beating deaths 
of two people at a Boise tavern. He was 
only the 12th person executed by the stale. 


After the execution, the judge was sub- 
dued but steadfast. \ 

“The reality, 1 suppose, is always greater 
than the abstract,’’ he said. “But I knew 
when 1 signed the orders ... the end result 
is the termination of human life.” 
Schroeder also sentenced Zanc Jack 
• Fields ofldaho Falls to death for the mur- 
der of a 69-ycar-old woman at her Boise 
gift shop. His case remains on appeal.

In March, the local Habitat for Hu- 
manity affiliate wants to start building its 
third house* at the comer of Fourth Av- 
enue West and Blake Street on Habitat’s 
six-plot lot. 

“When the weather allows us, that’s 
when we’ll do it,” said Habitat board 
member Kristy Webb, adding the house 
will take a few m onths to com plete. 


About S20.000 in work for sewer, road 
and other improvements needs to be 
done on the rest of the lot before con- 
struction on the other three houses can 
begin, Webb said.

HOKUDAN, Japan — 
This tiny fanning and fishing 
,town on sleepy Awnji Island 
was ground zero for Japan’s 
catastrophic quake. 

Every house was damaged 
and everyone knows some- 
one who died. 

The overwhelming majori- 
ty of deaths from Tuesday’s 
massive temblor were in 
Kobe, a western port city of 
1.4 million people about six 
miles from here.

The Timcs-Ncws was able to review the 
plans - dubbed Annexation Plan A and B 
- Thursday when they were publicly dis- 
played in the map room of City Hall. City 
Engineer Gary Young said the maps were 
drawn up as “part of the whole (Micron) 

’ proposal." 

But City Manager Tom Courtney rc- 
. fused to disclose them again Friday. The 
Timcs-Ncws filed a formal request Friday 
to examine the maps under Idaho Public 
Records Law. City Hall has three working 
days to respond to the request. 

Either Twin Falls or Jerome city would 
annex county land to take full advantage 
of the tax-increment financing packages- 
they would offer Micron. A project must 
be within five miles of a city to be cligi- 
_blcJbLthcijnanciaLinccntiy.es, 

Yet both proposed Micron sites in 
Jerome and Twin Falls counties straddle 

that five-mile limit. 

. At the Hansen Bridge site in Twin Falls 
County, the city of Twin Falls is offering 
to extend its water and sewer lines out to 
the proposed SI. 3 billion, 3,500-workcr 
computer-chip factory. 

“Annexation is one issue we may have 
to deal with,” Courtney said. 

Courtney said the city might also decide 
- to -reconfigurc-or m ovc the proposed -Mi — 
cron site, or work jointly with the cities of 
Kimberly and Hansen instead. 

“What property gets annexed, if any 
property gets annexed, is an open issue,” 
Courtney said. 

He said annexation, along with other 
city expenses, depend upon the approval 
of the Twin Falls City Council. Discussion 
of those issues won’t occur until after the 
council has a chance to review (he impact 
study being conducted by two consulting 
firms hired by the city, Courtney said. 

“If the fiscal analysis turns out to be ex- 
tremely negative, then wc never turn to all 
those other issues,” he said. 

To annex any land, the city must have 
on annexation plan recommended to it by 
the city's planning and zoning commis- 
sion. Such a plan must be reviewed first 
by the planning commission in a public 
hearing. The City Council also must con- 
duct at least one open hearing on the an- 
nexation plan. 

Young said annexation cast of the cxist- 
■„ ing city limits is inevitable because of resi- 
dential growth. City sewer and water lines 
would accelerate city expansion, he said.

I never 
seriously considered any individual to re- 


place any of you. 1 don’t have anybody 
waiting in line.” 

However, he. told 'Commissioners it was 
important to "cement or acknowledge your 
relationship to your appointed authority,” 
and outlined five specific criticisms of Fish 
and Game actions. 

They included comments in a spring 
1994 department magazine that “denigrat- 
ed and demeaned Idaho ’s' U.S.. senator and 
others, making thfc false accusation that 
they were supporting killing off fishT 1 - 

“In my opinion no tax-paid magazine 
should attack any Idaho citizen, much less 


a duly elected, official, without being held • 
accountable,” Batt said. 

Later in the day. Fish and Game Director 
Jerry Conley said the commissioners de- 
cided after the meeting with the governor 
that was a mistake. T he co mmission p lans 
to prepare a letter to GOP’Scm Larry Craig 
apologizing for the attack and promising it 
wouldn’t happen again. 

“That was not appropriate and we will 
not do it again in the future," Conley said 
during the taping of thfc KTVB “View- 
point" program to be telecast Sunday.

There is nothing easy about shoveling 10 inches of “partly 
cloudy." So forecasters do some serious thinking and compu- 
tations before issuing a forecast of expected snowfall. 

Computer models will indicate how much water is carried 
by an approaching storm. Generally every inch of water 
equals about 10 inches of snow, but there is a catch. The 
colder the air mass, the less water needed to produce that inch 
of snow. 

So in cold weather the total snowfall per inch of water can 
top 10 inches. When temperatures are above 32 degrees the 
ratio drops and less snow can be expected.

Heavy min and thunderstorms battered the East Coast 

Snow ended in most of the Midwest, where people spent 
the day digging out from a Thursday storm that left up to 19 
inches of snow income areas, closing roads and schools and 
contributing to at least 1 8 deaths. 

The storm lost its punch as it moved into Ohio, dropping 3 
to 4 inches in Knox County and lesser amounts elsewhere. 
Snowshowers also threatened Appalachia. 

Heavy rain, totaling up to 3 inches in spots, fell across the 
mid-Atlantic Const and the Northeast. A band of heavy 
showers with thunderstorms extended from Cape Cod west 


to northern New York state. The band of heavy rein caused 
some flooding in low-lying areas across Pennsylvania. 

— Severe thunderstorms -lingered in parts of- the Carol inas- 
and Georgia, where morning snow fell in the northeast part 
of the state. 

To the west, snow flurries fell in the mountains of Mon- 
- tann and Wyoming and eastward toward Iowa and Minneso- — 
ta. Scattered rain or drizzle fell in the southern Intcrmountain 
region to the plains of Texas. 

In the Pacific Northwest, strong winds blew ahead of the 
next storm system heading toward shore. In Washington 
state, winds gusted to more than 70 mph near Mount St He- 
lens and more than 60 mph in Enumclaw. 

A new storm system moved into rain-saturated California, 
causing-6cattered thunderstorms ns far north as southwestern 
Oregon.

BEUING (AP) — Trying to avert a 
trade war, negotiators extended talks 
on improving China’s protection of 
intellectual property rights through 
Saturday. 

Neither side would discuss the talks, 
but the extension was confirmed by a 
U.S. Embassy spokesman. The origi- 
nal plan was for talks Wednesday 
through Friday. 

Piracy of U.S. movies, music, com- 
puter software and other goods cov- 
ered by copyrights, patents and trade- 
marks is costing U.S. companies mil- 
lions of dollars in lost trade, according 
to industry groups. 

Washington has threatened to retali- 
ate after Feb. 4 with punitive .tariffs on 
S2.8 billion in Chinese exports.

Talks on stopping piracy broke 
down last month. Members of a U.S. 
delegation of film, music and software 
representatives said the atmosphere in 
the current round is better. But they 
declined to give details at a news con- 
ference Friday.

BOISE (AP) — ThTIdaho.Cdurt of Appeals Has-* 
overturned two sexual misconduct convictions 
against a Kootenai Co unty man, saying the state has.. 

. no right to regulate private, consentual sexual rela- 
tions between a married couple. 

The ruling meins that consentual anal and oral, 
sex by a married couple, which has always been 
technically illegal in Idaho, may -not be the basis of 
criminal charges. But the ruling stresses that the ban 
does not apply if one partner is forced to take part. 

David Holden, who was convicted in 1992 of sex- 
ually attacking his wife, won reversal of two convic- 
tions for committing an infamous crime against 
nature. However, it will do him little good. 

He was sentenced to five to 25 years in prison for 


rape; arid forcible sexual penetration with a foreign 
object, and those convictions were upheld by the 
Court of Appeals on Thursday,. All the.prison terniB 
were to run at the same time, so Holden won’t serve 
any less time. 

In a unanimous decision written by Judge Karen 
Lansing, the court ruled that it was not proven that 
the wife was forced into some of the sexual acts she 
later complained about. Holden argued at trial that 
they were consentual. 

The court ruled that since it was not shown 
that the wife was forced into acts that could be 
considered ‘‘infamous acts against nature, ’’.oral 
and anal intercourse, the state law prohibiting 
that behavior is unconstitutional since it vio-

' “Accordingly, we can only conclude that Idaho’s 

— statute prohibiting the infamous crime against nature 

may not be constitutionally enforced to prohibit pri- 
vate consentual marital conduct,” the court said.

But the law wasn’t completely struck down. The', 
court stressed that it applies only to consentual con-; 
duct between a married couple. 

"We dd ribtliold the statute invalid on itsTacc antf 
therefore unenforceable in all contexts," the court 
said.

thereby abridges protected freedoms generally need_ 
not be stricken in its entirety.” ' '

- Another 1 1 Canadian gray wolves were 
either on the ground’or on the way to Idaho 
Friday afternoon, completing the firstphase of a, 
government project s plant wolves in a central 
■ Idaho area where they roamed many years ago. 

Ted Koch; wolf recovery project leader 
for’ the U.S.' Fish arid Wildlife Service, said 
the first load of wolves was taked by hell- - 
copter .from Missoula, Mont, to a central 
Idaho wilderness area Friday afternoon. 

It was about a 120-mile trip for the wolves 
from Missoula to the release point in the Salmon 
National Forest at Indian Creek, Koch said • 


Latere the same helicopter was to take 
another load of wolves to the second 
-release, point -at -Thomas Creek, about 10 
miles north of Indian Creek. 

Koch, Boise, said there would be 1 1 ani- 
mals released on the two trips but he didn’t 
know how many were to be on each flight. 

Meanwhile, another six Wolves arrived at 
Yellowstone National Park and were placed 
in pens to get accustomed to the area before 
.they.' are released Into the wild. Eight 
wolves were placed in pens last week. 

" In all, the federal government has placed 
.29 wolves,. 151-in Idaho and 14 in the 
'Yellowstone holding-pens. That completes 


the first phase of a project designed to "build 
the wolf populations to. sustaining packs 

totaling about 100 animals. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service last week- 
end released the first wolves captured near 
Hinton, Alberta, Canada and transplanted 
into Idaho. - 

Each of the animals released in- Idaho 
was equipped with radio transmitters so 
wildlife biologists could track them. • 

Koch said -as of Friday afternoon, a sec- ■ 
ond wolf from the original release had trav- 
eled 28 miles northeast into Montana, 
where another wolf was tracked earlier- in 
the week. The second wolf moving- into 


Montana was within 10 miles of the first, 
he said. ; 

Radio signals. indicated. a. third Idaho, 
wolf moved about 14 miles north-northwest . 
from the release point, ‘into the Sclway- 
•Bitterroot Wilderness, but still in Idaho, 
Koch said. 

The fourth wolf has moved only a few miles 
from the release point, Koch saii and was in 
the vicinity of the confluence of. the main and 
south forks of the Salmon River. 1 ‘ 

“All four are alive and well,” he said. 

The wolves headed for Yellowstonejjwere - 
taken to Bozeman, Mont,, and trucked to 
the park overnight, officials said.

State approves 


‘futile’ wolf plan

. BOISE - After much argument, a 
committee of.the Idaho Legislature 
finally has approved a state plan for 
management of the endangered 
wolves being reintroduced to a cen- 
tral Idaho wilderness area. 

But it may be a waste of time 
because even sponsors say the fed- 
eral government won’t accept terms 
laid down by the Legislature. 

The House Resources and 
Conservation Committee’9 vote 
Thursday marked the fourth time in 
the legislative session’s first nine 
days the wolf plan was under dis- 
cussion. 

The state. won’t. be allowed to 
. supervise the project and monitor 
the wolves without a plan. Idaho 
livestock interests, who oppose wolf 
-reintroduction, -until- Thursday 
blocked months of efforts to adopt a 


state plan. 

Rep. Jim StoichcfT, D-Sandpoint, 
won approval for a new plan, but 
eycn he conceded it won’t be 
acceptable to the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

“It will be offered and I pre- 
sume it will be rejected by the 
feds,” he told the House Resource 
and Conservation Committee. 


“Then we can start dickering." 

Ed.Bangs,. wolf project m anager,. . 
for the government, said earlier 
this week that if the state added a 
provision that requires federal pay- 
ment for any livestock killed or 
other damage caused by transplant- 
ed wolves, it will not be' accept- 
able. ’ 

That was a provision approved 
by the committee Thursday, along 
with a requirement that Idaho par- 
ticipation in the wolf plan stop 
immediately if federal funding 
were pulled. 

Rep. Ken Robison, D-Boise, 
called it an “exercise in futility" that 
would guarantee the state could not 
participate in monitoring the wolf 
project *1 

Committee members voted to 
send the measure to the fUIl House 
-for a final vote. But some committee— 
members wanted to delay it u ntil 


i. 27, the day after a congression- 
al hearing sponsored by Rep. Helen 
Chenoweth of Idaho on the wolf 
project. 

"I don't care what you do with it „ 
because it’s immaterial anyway,” 
said committee Chairman Goldep 
Linford, R-Rexburg. 

The bill won’t come up for a final 
vote until at least Jan. 27.

Canada will not admit non-native replacement players 


The Associated Press 

NEW YORK — The Canadian government 
said Friday it will not allow non-Canadians 
into the country 'to play as replacement play- 
ers. 

“Our immigration regulations prevent the 
movement of Workers to Canada where there 
is a labor dispute,” said Roger White, a 
spokesman for the federal Citizenship and Im- 
migration Department “This would include 
baseball players." 

The Toronto Blue Jays are barred by On- 
tario provincial law from using replacement 
players at the SkyDome. Quebec law doesn’t 


affect the- Montreal Expos because the Major 
League Baseball Players Association isn’t cer- 
tified in that province. 

White said the federal law would prevent 
replacements from being used if they aren’t 
Canadian citizens or resident aliens. Sec- 
tion 20-1-b of the Immigration Act of 
Canada states: “An immigration officer 
shall not issue employment authorization to 
a person if the issue of employment autho- 
rization will affect (i) the settlement of any 
labor dispute that is in progress at the place 
of intended place of employment, or (ii) the 
employment of any person who is involved 
in such dispute.” • • 


"In the ordinary course of events, profes- 
sional athletes are exempt from the type of 
validations that other foreign workers need to 
work in Canada," White said in a telephone in- 
terview from his office in Ottawa. “Usually in 
the case of a person working in Canada, a 
company has to convince the government 
there are no Canadians avai fable. 

"Professional athletes are exempt from that 
requirement. But in the event of a labor dis- 
pute, immigration wouldn’t give work permits 
to workers coming in to cam money to work 
in a situation like this. The wording of the reg- 
ulation m place right now is quite c^ 

The Expos said they weren’t sure how the 


immigration law would affect them. Theoreti- 
cally, they might have to use a team of Cms- 
dian players at home and a team of American 
players on the road. 

'That’s a little far-fetched,” vice president 
Bill Stoneman said. "It’s hard to speculate at 
this point. We are looking into it. At book 
point, and hopefully, very soon, we’ll have a 
clear picture of this whole thing."

WASHINGTON — Despite spiral- 
ing mortgage rates, housing construc- 
tion surged in 1994 to a six-year high 
and strengthened analysts’ convictions 
the Federal Reserve will boost borrow- 
ing costs more to slow the economy. 

"When the Fed sees a report like this, 
they’ll say its obvious they’re doing the 
right thing by hiking rates further,” said 
David Lereah, an economist with the 
Mortgage Bankers Association. 

The Fed’s policy-making committee, 
meets Jan. 31-Feb. 1, and Lereah said 
he expcctcd-it to' raise rates by half a 
percentage point If so, it would be the 
seventh increase in a year designed to 
curb economic growth and forestall in- 
flation. 

Stocks and bonds dropped after Fri- 
day’s report os traders worried about 
the effect of higher rates on their hold- 
ings. 

Still, there were signs the increases 


so far — totaling 2.5 percentage points 

— may already be curbing the interest- 
sensitive housing industry. 

The overall 1994 housing starts ad- 
vance was held back slightly by a I 
percent decline in December. But the 
1 .53 million seasonally adjusted annual 
rate last month was second in 1994 
only to November, when housing starts 
reached a 1.55 million rate. 

Regionally, the West posted the 
largest starts increase last year, a 16.3 
percent jtfmp to 350,900 that included a 
.JL6 percent gain in December. 

— Starts rose 13.5 percent in the'South, 
to 637,500, including a 4 percent in- 
crease in December. 

Construction was up 10 percent in 
the Midwest, to 327,600. But in De- 
cember, it fell 1 1 .8 percent. 

In the Northeast, starts, rose 8.4 per- 
cent, to 137,100, despite a 10.7 percent 
drop in December. 

“Surveys arc showing that builders 
generally arc saying buyer traffic is 


down and sales are slowing," said 
Tommy Thompson of Owensboro, 
Ky., president of the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders. “We're obvi- 
ously seeing the impact of the rate in- 
creases." 

And a Fed survey of regional eco- 
nomic conditions earlier this month 
found the single-family sector, which is 
particularly sensitive to rate, changes, 
had slowed, although multifamily and 
commercial construction remained 
strong. 

Last year, builders broke ground on 
1.45 million single-family homes and 
apartments, a 12.9 percent jump over 
1 993 and the largest number since 3 .49 
million in 1988, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported. 

-Single-family starts jumped 62 per- 
cent to 120 million units, up from 1,13 
million in 1993 and the most since 
foundations were poured for 1.43 mil- 
lion units in 1978. 

Analysts attributed the strength in the 


single-family sector to growth in jobs" 
and incomes that offset higher borrow- 
ing costs. 

In addition, they said nearly 60 per- 
cent of homes were financed with less- 
expensive adjustable rate mortgages at 
year's end, compared with just 15 per-- 
cent earlier in the year. 

Multifamily starts soared 58.9 per- 
cent, to 257,400. Many analysts said 
apartment construction was boosted by 
re-enactment of a tax credit for low-in- 
come housing and growing demand as 
the vacancies caused by late- 1980s 
overbuilding were filled. 

Single-family starts rose 2.8 percent 
in December, to a 3.23 million rate, 
while often- volatile apartment and con- 
dominium construction fell 13.9 per- 
cent, to 303,000, after soaring 24.4 per- 
cent a month earlier. 

Applications for building pcmiits — 
often a barometer of future activity — 
advanced 0.6 percent in December, to a 
1.4 million rate.

Have you noticed that people who arc in 
favor of prayer in public schools have now 
begun attacking the U.S. Constitution, ' 
particularly the Bill of Rights? 

It’s true — they do not like the idea of 
government being forbidden from meddling 
in the business of religion. They particularly 
mount the fact that the government cannot 
establish or damage certain religions. 

To be sure, conservative Christians think 
the federal government should keep hands 
off the operations of religions. However, 
they feel it might be OK for each state to 
control the kind of religion operating within 
its boundaries and determine which religions 
would be forced to lake an official powder. , 



Of course, this would open the way for 
school prayer in individual states. Little by 
little, conservative legislatures would get rid of 
the religions they don’t like and heap rewards 
on those they favor. A voy neat plan, I might 
odd, and one that should scare Americans so 
badly they bark and snarl like angry dogs. 

A December Reader's Digest article talks 
about claims that when Thomas Jefferson 
wrote to a bunch of Baptists in Connecticut, 
he made some reference to a wail of 
~ separati on “be t w e'e n“go v c rn m c n t _ an d 
religion. The article says that is not true. 

What Jefferson really meant, says M. 
Stanton Evans, the author of the article, is 
that a wall should separate the federal 
government from state governments. Federal 
government should -have no power to 
establish a religion. However, the Reader’s 
Digest article says, state governments should 
• be given the right, in Jefferson's words, "to 
prescribe any religious exercise" or “assume 
authority in religious discipline." 

First, we must remember that Jefferson 
was a fellow who held unique beliefs about - 
religion, A thoughtful man, he appeared to 
Hve-by.iiiblicnt .principles. But then, . 
historians note that Jefferson was a slave 
owner, a practice the Bible clearly abhors. 

This was made possible because Jefferson 
had his own special, edited Bible. It was a 
small volume because he had removed all 
the passages he didn’t like — particularly 
those things, we must assume, that

■ But what is truly dangerous about 
quoting Jefferson on church-state separation 
! is the difference between the culture we live 
with and that which graced Jefferson’s day. 

In the first place, it is obvious that our . 
religious atmosphere is much more » 
complicated today with hundred^ of 
Christian denominations, sects and cults. 

Further, our nation now has been visited 
by a goodly number of religions that have 
no connection to Christianity. Many of 
today’s-religions didn’t cxisHn'Jeffcrson's- — 
time or were not well-known. The founding 
father probably would have been perplexed 
by some of the complicated codes of faith-, 
that people live by in this pluralistic age. 

If they lived today, would the original 
droflcrs of the U.S. Constitution work harder 
at clarifying which religions should be 
allowed to exist? I think so. And unless I am 
mistaken about the original intent of the First- 
Amendment, they would not have given any 
government body the authority to deny a : 
religion the right to freely practice its rituals 
and beliefs' That is one of the reasons the 
United States is the greatest nation on Earth. 

But there is one thing conservative 
Christians have exactly correct. There is no 
wall that separates religion from 
government. There is a very thin veil. And 
that veil is Strang only if the people support 
it, fight for it and maintain a constant 
vigilance against the possibility of tyranny. 1 — 

Did you notice how quickly that veil was 
punctured and penetrated in Bosnia, where 
Christians have struggled to wipe out 
. Muslim culture and religion? Have you 
noticed what lias happened, in Tibet during’ 
the past 45 years as Chinese soldiers 
invaded and then systematically destroyed 
the Tibetan Buddhist culture? •

in the United States, no government has the' 
right to take away our religion.

TWIN FALLS — On Jan. 28, the Twin Falls Episcopal Church 
of the Ascension will instdH a deacon. 

Mib Kelly is the first deacon to be raised up by the Twin Falls- 
church and sent out to work for it. It was a long, ccclcsiastically- 
paved road from there to here. 

Episcopal deacons, unlike deacons in many other denominations, 
must participate in three years of study with an FFM (Formation 
for Ministry) group and must undergo a stringent interview 
process. They must be approved by the church's Parish 
Commission on the Ministry and by various other committees. 
They must even submit to psychiatric evaluations. 

. Kelly, 49, a nurse, grew up in the Episcopal church, where she 
has been serving as lay reader. Her husband’s retired from the Air 
Force. The couple has three grown daughters,, one of whom is 
making plans to enter the seminary. 

A couple of weeks ago, Kelly was out doing what sh^bclievcs 
• God has called her to do. (f 

“A family from our church had a. mother near death in a nursing 
home,” she said. "The mother was Jewish, so I. found a book of 
Jewish prayers,” 

Kelly read prayers to the woman and ministered to the family. It 
was comforting to the family, she said, and a wonderful experience 
for her. • 

"We arc all God's children; and it doesn't matter whether we are 
Jewish or Anglican,” she said. 

On Jan. 28, Kelly will receive the title Rev., and she will answer 
the call to serve God’s children in a new way. 

Also being installed as an Episcopal deacon that day is Colleen 
NordinofSt. James Episcopal Church in Burley. 

Nordin, 54, is an administrative assistant for a crop production 
company and a lay reader at her church. Her husband is a retired 
automobile mechanic. They have four grown children and 10 
grandchildren. 

Nordin attended the Catholic church for a while, but she had 
stopped going altogether by the time she walked into St. James 
„ almost. 10_y cars. ago. 

“My life was missing something, and 1 knew this was what 1 
needed," she recalled thinking. 

Episcopal deacons can be male or female. It’s generally a 
volunteer position, though a few Episcopal deacons arc paid. 

Episcopal deacons visit those who arc ill or shut-in and assist at 
worship services, funerals, weddings and baptisms. 

They wear robes with stoics of various colors in church and 
clergy garb with white collars during visitations. 

Their installation ceremonies arc festive; with invitations sent to 
all of the members of the parishes involved, along with friends and 
family members and clergy throughout the state. 

During the ceremony, deacons promise to be faithful in prayer 
and scripture reading, to be good Christian examples for others and 
to serve their fellow men — and women. 

“May the Lord, by his grace, uphold you in the service he lays 
upon you," the ceremony concludes. 

And everyone says amen.
